Your Rights and the Police 
Search warrants $ 


à search warrant only covers the:search of a place, unless it specifies that any 
people on the premises can be searched. You should insist that you will not be searched 
unless the warrant authorises it. However, if you are arrested during a seard, the 


police are entitled to search you. 


A search warrant can be issued by a magistrate if there is reascnable cause to 
think you are in pcssession of stolen goods on your premises. This includes goods 
ebtained by blackmail, deception or fraud, or the proceeds obtained from flogging 
sbolen goods, The police can use force to enter, if they have to, and they can also 
take away ary goods they think might be stolen; even if they are nob mentioned in the 


warrant. 


The police can get a warrant for any controlled drug if they have reasonable 
suspicion that drugs cr papers relating to illegal drug transactions ard on the premises 
or in the possession ef anyone on the premises. This warrant allows the police to search 
both the premises and everyone on them, even if there are no reasonable grounds to - 
oe is involved. So, if a pub is raided, anyone and everyone can be 
searched, 


A drugs warrant is valid for a month, so the police can return as often as they 
like during that month, and can enter by force if necessary. 


They can obtain a warrant to enter a place-- by force, if necessary-- if they are 
after explosives, They can take any explosives they sus pect may be used to dam ge 
property by explosion; also, if they believe that the owner of the porperty has any 
items they suspect have been or will be used to destroy or damage property, or to 
endanger people's lives by destroying or damaging peoperty. Thy may also take away 
anything like documents, diaries and notebcoks if they think they are connected, 


A magistrate can issue a warrant if there is reasonable suspicion that an offence 
under the Prevention of Terrorism Act has been committed srievidence that could losa to 
someone being depcrtéd from GB to Ireland, The Prevention of Terrorism Act deserves 4 
week all of its own to attempt to explain it, so I expect it will be forthcoming in PoP. 
soon. Anyway, returning to the above, the police can use force to enter premises if nesd 
be. As with the drugs bust, everyone there can be searched and anything taken away which 
might be connected with an offence relating to a banned organisation, e.g. the IRA, or 
sn exclusion (deportment) order. | 


If the police do not have a warrant and they take property away, it will usually 
be following an arrest or after a stop-and-search in the street, They also have limited 
powers bn remove items from your place, even without a warrant and even though no-one nas 
been arrested. This whole thing is so complicated and cenvoluted that the best thing to 
do if either you or your premises is being searched is to ask &s many questions like 
what are they looking for? under what authority are they searching? and make sure you 
check any search warrant and refuse to let them search you or your place unless they 
have the correct authorisaticn, and insist on contacting a solicitor cr other witnesses ~^ ™& 
You should also have someone present to keep an eye on all areas being searched and 
make a note of what is taken; withdraw your consent if you wish if you have allowed the 
police to search withoub a warrant; use 'ressonable* force (but bewareiii) to remove 
police from your premises if they are there unlswiully. . Regular followers of this 
series will be well aware that the police have 4 virtually endless list of excuses ab 
their disposal if they want to search either you or your premises, so alL you can do is 
make a careful check of all the above, as well as making a note of poiice numbers and 
conversations, then leave it up to a solicitor to sort cube Things aren't very much in 


your favour though. e...09 


Arrest: à 
An arrest is a formal procedure which means that you are detained-- usually in 
order to be brought before a magistrate on a criminal charge. 


If you are arrested, the police must make it clear that you are compelled to go 
with them-- a request to accompany a policeman to the station is not an arrest. Simply 
to tell you you are under arrest is not enough either, unless you submit of your own 
accord aad trundle off with them, They can use reasonable force to make an arrest (I bet 
their idea of ‘reasonable’? when making an arrest differs from the *reasonable? force 
you are allowed to use when evicting a policeman who is unlawfully on your premises3), 


- Force can never be justified if you dbn't try to resist or escape, and handcufring 
is only justified t» prevent you from doiag a runner, or to prevent violence. 


If you are arrested with a warrant, the policeman has to give a magistrate details 
of the case in a written and sworn statement. The warrant must include the: 
name of the persen to be arrested and a description of the offence in non-technical lang- 
uage. If the offence is created by an Act of Parliament, the appropriate section ef the 
act must be mentioned. 


The warrant may include directions for bail. If it does, then you must be let out 
on bail and told when to appear in court. The warrant may also require surivies for 
bail and the police can approve the people you offer vo vouch for youe If they don't, 
you can apply to the court for bail. | 


If you are arrested with a warrant, again, you are entitled to see it before the 
arrest if iù relates to a civil offence, e.g. non-payment of rates. If the peliceman 
doesn’t have the warrant on him or refuses to show it to you before arrest ing you, make 


sure you see it or have it read to you as soon afterwards as possible. Make sure it does 


apply to you, and see whether it contains bail conditiorae 


You can be arrest ed without a warrant for a number of offences: if a policeman has 
reasonable grounds for suspecting that you have committed or are about to commit an 
arrestawle offence; to prevent or stop a breach ef the police; obstructing the highway; 
possession of an offensive weapon in a public place or a loaded gun in a public place or 
buliding which you are not allowed to enter. If you are suspected of possessing a fircam 
and have already served three years in prison for anyoffence, you can be arrested without 
a warrant; if you are reasonably suspected of having an article used for theft; refusing 


or failing to take a breathalyser; if ycu are a woman and are reasonable suspected of 
1.71 


being a common (sic) prostitute loitering or soliciting in public; contravening the Public 
Order Act by wearing an unlawful uniform; having an offensive weapon or behaving offens- 
ively; being under reasonable suspicion of drinking or atvenpting to drive while under the 
influence of alcohol; béing drunk and incapable in a public place; being under reasonable 
suspicion of being likely to jump bail. 


The.police must tell you why you are being arrested, though they need not give you 
the technical name of your offence, If you're caught in the act of csmmitting some 

dreadful deed or it’s pretty obvious why you are being arrested, then they On't need to 
tell you. If you try to scarper, the policeman might not be able to tell you at the time, 


but you should still be informed as soon as is practical. 


So; if you are arrested, ask why+ You must be told, except in the cases described 
above. Remember details of conversations and write them down as soon as possible. Try to 
remember the policeman’s number and make a note of it. Go quietly. If you are being 
unlawfully arrested, you can sue later. Although you are theoretically allowed to use 
reasonable force to free yourself or help someone else who is being unlawfully arrest ed, 
this is very dodgy ground for you to tread on, so it?s best to avoid that one.

For those who either can't afford the 
"TaAyman!'s Season Ticket" (see last week's 
P.P.), or who only travel short distances, 
then let me recommend the tried and trustel 
"Aldrington Swindle”, As an example of how 
the "Swindle" can be used, I will relate 
my own usage of this superb money-saving 


scheme, 


It costs £1.80 cheap day return from 
Angmering-on-Sea to Brighton. After 6pm, 
there are usually no staff at the station; 
this means you can board the train without 
payment for a ticket. On reaching Brighton 
you simply ask for a “return to Aldrington't 
(the last station before Brighton and Hove), 
This will cost you 40p and you will be able 
to use it on your return journey (so long o 
you return the same day). 

If you leave on your journey before 6pm, 
or your sbation is permanently staffed, then 
simply ask for a ticket to the next station. 

So, as you can see, the £I.80 return to 
Brighton has been reduced to between 60p or 
lOp, I always use the "Aldrington Swindle" 
on my excursions to Brighton. Don't be a mu? 
Pay the sensible farei As little as possible f 
N.B»:- this technique cauld easily be used 
for, say, Ore to Eastbourne.
